Candia, Crete, Feb. 20.— The Turks, 
having been furnished with arniH by the 
government, have made a eortio for the 
purpoBe of occupying strategic points 
around Candia. They attacked and in- 
flicted a severe loss upon the Ohristians. 
Tlie commanders oi vessels anchored in 
the harbor protested to the governor 
agninet what they claimed wis a viola- 
tion of arniestice. 

London, Feb. 20. — A dispatch to the 
Times from Athens eays : "Prime Min- 
ister Delyannis, in an interview Thurs- 
day, assured me that the decision of the 
government to maintain the, army in 
Crete was irrevocable. On the other 
hand Greece had no intention of declar- 
ing war against Turkey. Such a Etep 
would only be taken if the Turks invaded 
Thosellia or the great powers rendered 
tho position of the Greek army 
Crete intolerable. There 
was no intention of invading 
Idncedoniu.. Greece was not desirous of 
embroiling Europe in a general war. 
No understanding exists between Greece 
and Bulgaria in regard to Macedonia. 
The Athena correspondent of the Times 
bbvb " The calmness and moderation of 
Premier Delyannis impreseed me most 
favorably, He is evidently averse to 
desperate measures. I do not believe 
that in the end ho would reject any sol- 
ution which Greece could honorably ac- 
cept, but neither he nor the King could 
restrain the wild excitement of the pop- 
ulace. Nothing could be more unwise 
than for the powers to drive the Greeks 
to exasperation." 

A dierjatch to the Standard from 
Athens says the long visit of the British 
minister to the King to-day (Friday) re- 
vives the rumor that England favors the 
Greek claims in Crete. Two more 
clasees of reserves were called out to- 
night. The Crown Prince Constantino 
and Duke of Sparta will shortly start for 
the frontier. There is feverish activity 
in the department of the minister of 
war. Thousands of volunteers are offer- 
ing their services to the government. 
The Red CroBS hospital ship started for 
Crete to-night. 

A dispatch to the Standard from Con- 
stantinople says: "Tho expenses of mo- 
bolizing are being largely met by cash 
payments procured by appropriations 
of capital obtained 
taral banks. The Porte has demanded 
the immediate recall of the Greek con- 
sul, Flasona, who is suspected of inform 
ing Greece of the movements of Turkish 
troopB." 



SPANIARDS AI1E ANGRY. 

Madrid Press Do Not Like Concessions to 
the United States, 

Havana, Feb. 20. — Julio Sanguilly 
having been set at liberty spent the 
evening at his home with a large num- 
ber of friends. Sanguilly leaves to-mor- 
row on the Mascotte for Key West. It 
announced that the pardon of Sanquilly 
iB due to the generosity of the Queen 
regent, who wished to give Cleveland 
and Olney this proof of her affection be- 
fore they leave the offices which they 
now fill, for their efibrts made to pre- 
serve peace and friendship between both 
countries, placing themselves resolutely 
in front of those who pretended to break 
the friendly relations between both na- 
tions. 

London, Feb. 20, — A dispatch to the 
Standard from Madrid says: "All op- 
position and independent papers display 
ill humor against the United States, and 
bitterly criticise all concessions made on 
the part of Spain, and especially the 
pardon of Sanguilly." 

New York, Feb. 20.— The Cuban [ 
junta in this city is in receipt of a letter 
written on January 11 by General Riv- 
ero. who succeeded to the command of 
that pari of the insurgent forces former- 
ly under General Maceo.

AUTONOMY OF CRETE. 

A Collective Note in Preparation by the 
Powers. 

New Yokk, Feb. 20.— The Herald's 
London correspondent cables: "A col- 
lective note will be prepared in London 
and Berlin to-day, to be forwarded to the 
government of Greece. The note will 
announce the autonomy of Crete and 
demand the withdrawal of Greek troopa 
from the island, and the abandonment 
of the plana which Greece has made for 
the mobilization of her army. Tho 
Porl.e will likewise be requested lo cease 
warlike preparations. Three foreign 
warships have taken up positions oil" 
Platania and are watching tho move- 
ments of the Greek troops under Colonel 
Viiseos. 

Athens, Feb. 20. — The collective note 
was still undelivered to-day. Only the 
Austrian, German . and Russian minis- 
ters have received instructions. It is 
rumored that one power has - withdrawn 
from the concert. 



UNCLE SAM'S DOMAIN. 

Another Bridge to Cross the St. Lawrence- 
Butler's Extradition. 

Washington, Feb. 20. — The house 
committee on com hierce to-day decided 
to favorably report a bill introduced by 
Representative Foote for a bridge to be 
built by the Northern New York Rail- 
way Co. across the St. Lawrence River, 
between Hogansport, Franklin county, 
N. Y., Cornwall island, Ontario. 

Washington, Feb. 20. — The house to- 
day passed the senate's international 
monetary conference bill. Despite the 
seeming wide divergence of views on 
tho money question, the bill was passed 
alter a lively debate of two hours by a 
vote of 279 to 3. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Feb. 20. — A. G. 
Wright, of Louden, Eng., Bitot and 
killed himself here yesterday. Wright 
received iflO,000 a year from an English 
estate, and had been drinking heavily, 

San Francisco, Feb. 20. — Frank But- 
ler alias Newman, tho Australian mur- 
derer, was this afternoon held for ex- 
tradition on the charge of murdering 
Capt. Lee Weller and Arthur Preston, 
by IT, S, Commissioner Peacock, before 
whom tho extradition proceedings have 
been heard. The case will now go to 
Washington for review, and if the com- 
misaioner'B finding is approved, Butler 
will be sent to Australia on the next 
outgoing steamer.

Montreal, Feb. 20.— There is no long- 
er any doubt that the present Liberal 
government of Canada, which has been 
the object of continuous hostility on the 
part of the Roman Catholic hierarchy, 
has requested the Vatican to appoint a 
permanent papal delegate to this coun- 
try. 

Rumors to that effect havo been per- 
sistent during the past few weeks and 
received confirmation to-day in a state- 
ment which appears in La Patrie, the 
personal organ of Hon. J. I. Tarte, Do- 
minion minister of public works, and in 
an interview with Chevalier Drolet, who 
has just returned from Rome. 

La Patrie makes tho positive state- 
ment that Hon. Charles Fitzpatrick 
went to Rome under instructions from 
the Laurier government to represent to 
the Pope the necessity of there being in 
Canada a papal delegate with functions 
similar to thu represantative of the Pope 
in the United States. This declaration 
takes the form of an editorial utterance, 
and it has the weight of a personal state- 
ment on the part of the Minister of 
om the" agricul- i Public Works. La Patrie declares such 
action by the Holy See absolutely neces- 
sary on account of the active interfer- 
ence of the clergy in political affairs in 
Canada, especially their attitude toward 
the Liberal party in connection with the 
Manitoba school ditlicultv. ■ 

" We recognize," says Mr. Tarte's or- 
gan, "the incontestible right of the 
Episcopate to direct the consciences of 
men in religious matters, but none the 
less vigorously do we maintain the right 
of the state and of public men to abso- 
lute nnd complete sovereignty in their 
own domain. It is the doctrine of the 
churches, and the doctrine is not neces- 
sarily a dead letter nor a closed book. 
We see many of our bishops and 
clergy trespassing upon, the legitimate 
territory of the state and menacing by 
their conduct the constitutional liberty 
of the citizens of this country." 

The article concludes : " The sending 
of a papal delegate to Canada is proba- 
bly the only means of preventing the 
crisis full of danger towards which we 
are drifting. The present situation can- 
not last longer without peril." 

When seen this afternoon with refer- 
ence lu La Patrie's announcement, 
Chevalier Drolet, a Canadian, who was 
made a chevalier by the Pope for his ser- 
vices with the papal Zouaves in 1872, 
admitted its correctness. Chevalier 
Drolet has himself just returned from 
Rome, and will have a lengthy an- 
nouncement in connection with the re- 
sults of his visit in to-morrow's paper. 



FALLING FAST. 

Ohio River Has Reached Its Height and 
Now Recedinj. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, Feb. 20. — What 
seems unprecedented in the Ohio river 
Hoods iB itB persistence at certain stages. 
It became stationary at 8 o'clock 
this morning at 10 feet 2 inches, 
and at 8 o'clock to-night waa 
unchanged, having remained 18 hours in 
that stage. At present the Condition of 
people driven from home by tho Hood is 
pitiable, and with the mercury at 25 and 
steadily falling their sull'ering increases. 
Beginning up the river, the village of 
California is flooded. Its houses look 
like so many islands rising from out of 
a sea. From Fort Thomas a good view 
of this flood can be had, and it looks 
appalling in tho extreme with farms 
flooded and farm houses peering above 
the water. ThiB condition exists along 
the whole river front of Covington, while 
at West Covington a number of families 
are driven from their homes. Water 
covers the great dam at the Ludlow la- 
goon and the surface of the lake and 
that of the river are united. At the 
western extremity of the city there is an 
unbroken scene of desolation and dis- 
tress, homes vacated and shops and fac- 
tories silent. All points above here re- 
port the river falling fast.

It is reported to-night that 
Hon. Mr. Blair has withdrawn his oppo- 
sition to the C. P. R. on the condition 
that the company waives the clause in 
its charter which forbids government in- 
terference with the company's freight 
rates until the road is earning 10 per 
cent on the capital invested. 

Hon. J. T. Prenderjast, the late mem- 
ber for St. Boniface, has hia reward, 
having been appointed county court 
judge in Manitoba for his support of the 
school settlement. He will act as junior 
judge in the Winnipeg county court dis- 
trict. 

Hon. Mr. Bronson, of the Ontario 
government, is seriously ill here, and not 
expected to recover. 

Lieut. Paul Weatberbee, of Halifax, a 
graduate of the Royal Military College, 
has been appointed architect of the 
militia department. 

It now transpires that the Canadian 
Pacific asked a bomiB of $10,000 per 
mile to build a line from Lethbridge to 
Nelson, a distance of o00 miles, and 
have it in operation by next January. 

Lieut. -Col. Herchmer, commissioner 
of the Northwest mounted police, who is 
at present in this city, received a tele- 
gram to-day stating that Deerfoot, the 
world-renowned Indian runner, died 
yesterday at Calgary. He had been im- 
prisoned in the police barracks for as- 
saulting another Indian and his wife. 



DOINGS OF THE DOMINION. 

The Budget in the Manitoba Legislature- 
Government Railway Operation 
Endorsed. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 26.— The public ac- 
counts were laid on the table in the 
legislature this afternoon by Hon. Col. 
McMillan, provincial treasurer. The 
total receipts on consolidated revenue 
for the year amounted to $005,353.41, 
and the receipts on accounts, $424,882.90, 
a total, including cash on hand, of 
$1,000,07-1.10. The total expenditure for 
the year was $973,012,59, leBS $209,854.70, 
items on public accounts. The budget 
speech is expected on Monday. 

The Indian famine relief fund con- 
tributions acknowledged to date by 
Lieut.-Governor Patterson amount to 
$10,000.45 ; in addition to this the school 
children's contribution aggregates $911.- 
54. 

R. M. Chester, a Winnipeg seed mer- 
chant, has been missing since Wednes- 
day last. When last seen he complained 
of being ill. He came here from To- 
ronto. 

A special train, bearing 140 Galacian 
immigrants from the steamship Labra- 
dor, arrived in this city this morning; 

In the house to-day the new Manitoba 
mining law was explained by Attorney-

several clauses. 

Mr. E. G. Conklin, clerk of the 
house, fell on the slippery walk this 
morning and broke his shoulder bone, 
lie will be laid up for the present ses- 
sion of the leg ; 8lature. 

Toronto, Feb. 20.— The Trades and 
Labor Council has passed a resolution 
declaring that the benefits existing from 
the Crow's Nest road can beat be se- 
cured if it is built and operated by the 
government.

Conservatives nominated G. M. Boyd 
for the Ontario legislature. 

Kincardine, Feb. 20, — A. W. William- 
son, collector of customs, iB dead. 



THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

Liberal Lenders Realize That It Is Still a 
Decidedly Live Issue. 

Montreal, Feb. 20.— (Special)— The 
Liberal managers in the different coun- 
ties of Quebec have awakened to the fact 
that since the provincial campaign 
opened against the Laurier-Greenway . 
settlement of the school question the 
difficulty is far more deep-seated antl 
fraught with much more serious conBe- 
quonces to the Liberal party, both at 
Quebec and Ottawa, than Tarte and 
Marchand had any idea of four weeks 
ago. 

Tho French Liberal members are 
representing to Laurier that throughout 
the campaign thev gave their solemn 
word to their constituents that if Laurier 
reached power, a French Canadian and 
a Catholic, be would do a great deal 
more for their Manitoba eompariors 
than the Orangemen will or Protestant 
Tupper, and they declare that \inleiis 
some more concessions are granted by 
Premier'Greenway they will not be able 
to again appear on the public platform, 
and Hon. Mr. Fiynn will have the easiest 
kind of a walk over.

Havana, Feb. 20.— A cable dispatch 
from Her Majesty the Queen Regent of 
.Spain was received here to-day, accord- 
ing a pardon to Julio Sanguilly, the Am- 
erican citizen recently sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life for conspiring against 
the government. The news was com- 
municated to Sanguilly, and he was or- 
dered to leave Cuba to-morrow. 

Madrid, Feb. 30. — The preamble of the 
Quoen's decree of pardon of Sanguilly 
says that the United States demanded 
pardon of Sanguilly in a friendly manner 
and that Sanguilly has undertaken in the 
future neither directly nor indirectly to 
assist in the'rebellion. The incident is 
considered closed. I 

Mr. Spln3r eater/day introduced 
in the house a bill declaring war between 
Spain and her colonies and the United 
States. The bill piovides that " War bo 
declared to exist between the Kingdom 
of Spain and her colonies and the United 
States of America and their territories, 
and that the President is authorized to 
use the whole land and naval forces 
of the United States to carry 
the same into efl'ect and to 
issue to private armed vessels for 
the United States commissions or letters 
of marque and general reprisal in such 
form as he shall think proper, and un- 
der the seal of the United States, against 
the vessels, goods and effects of the gov- 
ernment of the said kinsidoni of Spain 
and the subjects thereof." 

The senate, was storm-swept yester- 
day by such passionate debate, such ex- 
traordinary demonstrations in the 
crowded galleries, and such dramatic 
personal exchanges between the con- 
spicuous figures in the senate as to make 
the day oue of the most memorable in 
the annalB of the upper branch of con- 
gress. 

Cuba was the theme and seemed to 
stir all the pent up emotions of months 
It brought about the complete displace' 
ment of appropriation bills, threatening 
their failure and the advancement of the 
Cuban question to the very front of 
senate business. It disclosed also, that 
the resolution demanding of Spain the 
immediate and unconditional release of 
Julio Sanguilly, having on a test vote 
secured the right of way, would b3 re- 
sisted by protracted dnbate. The Allen 
resolution for sending warships to Cuba 
came up soon after the senate openedjat 
11 a.m. and Mr. Allen severely arraigned 
Spain for cruelties against women and 
children. 

Mr. Morgan (Ala.), who reported the 
resolution for the immediate release of 
Sanguilly, followed in a calm speech re- 
citing the breach of treaty rights in Sau- 
guilly's case. 

Mr. Daniel of Virginia in a fervid plea 
for Sanpuilly's release, Btirred all the 
latent passions of the senate. He spoke 
of Spanish, outrage to American citizens 
apd insults to American officials. 

This was followed by a series of ex- 
plosive incidents culminating with a 
ringing declaration by Mr. Frye that if 
lie had his way a warship would start 
forthwith for Havana. This sent a thrill 
through the crowded galleries which 
broke out into long continued and 
vociferous applause which the vice- 
President tried vainly to restore! Mr. 
Mills exultantly declared that the galler- 
ies were tilled with American citizens 
who had a right to express their feelings. 

Speeches followed in quick succession 
from Mr. Lodge, Mr. Teller, Mr. White 
and Mr. Sherman. The latter earnestly 
supported the resolutiog. With the Cu- 
ban-resolution placed directly before the 
senate on a vote, Mr. White (Cala.) took 
the floor in opposition, speaking through- 
out the afternoon. 

Tlie resolution was finally withdrawn 
on its being learned that Sanguilly's re- 
lease was already assured. 

After the dramatic Cuban debate in 
the senate yesterday the discussion to- 
day was comparatively spiritless. The 
galleries were packed in anticipation of 
interesting developments, but there 
were no incidents during the day awa- 
kening more than passing interest. 

The Indian bill was considered up to 1 
o'clock, when for three hours general 
discussion of the Sanguilly case and the 
effect of the pardon occurred. 

Mr. Frye said at the outset that the 
Sanguilly resolution should be retired, 
as it was useless to waste powder in 
making a noise. 



PRIZE FIGHTS AND THE PBE^S. 

Congress Asked ti Legislate in Regard to 
Reports of Pugilistic Events. 

Washington, D. C, Feb. 20.— The 
preliminary newspaper reports of the 
coming Oorbett-Fitzsimmons prize light 
were brought to the attention of the 
committee on inter-state and foreign 
commerce to-day by Rev. Wilber F. 
Crafts, with the result of speedy and 
radical action by that committee. 

Mr. Crafts is secretary of the National 
Reform League, and baa been instru- 
mental in seeurifig congressional action 
against prize-lighting and against lot- 
teries. He presented to the committee 
- the draft of a- bill to stop sensational re- 
ports of prize-tighting,- representing that 
most newapapers would bo glad to omit 
the details of pugilistic events from their 
columns if th6y were not driven to pub- 
lish them by the " enterprise " of less 
scrupulous rivalB. 

The committee mado some immaterial 
changes in the bill, and then by a prac- 
tically unanimous vote instructed Rep- 
resentative Aldrichs, of Illinois, to sup- 
port it in the house. The text of the 
bill is aa follows : 

Section 1. That no picture or descrip- 
tion of any prizefight or encounter of 
pugilists under whatever name, or any 
proposal or record of betting tm the 
same, shall be transmitted in the maila 
of the United States, or 'by interstate 
commerce, whether in a newspaper or 
other periodical, telegram or in any 
other form. 

" 2. That any person sending such 
matter for transmission by mail or inter- 
state commerce shall bo deemed guilty 



of misdemeanour and shall be punished 
by imprisonment for not more than five 
years at the discretion of the" com t, or 
by a fine not exceeding if 1,000." 

The speed' with which the Catron bill 
to prevent prize-fighting in the Territor- 
ies was passed by congress leads the 
friends of this new proposition to hope 
that it may be made law by this con- 
gress with as little difficulty. Members 
of the committee, however, think the 
fulfilment of that hope very doubtful. 

The bill was reported to the house 
without delay, 



CANADA WILL STRIKE BACK. 

Professor Goldwln Smith Prophesies Im- 
mediate Retaliation Should the Corliss 
Clause Become Law. 

New York, Feb. 26. — Prof. Goldwin 
Smith, of Toronto, who is at the Fifth 
Avenue hotel, had something to say to 
day about Congressman Corliss' clause 
in the immigration bill. This clauso 
prohibits aliens from residing in Canada 
and doing business daily in this country. 

• " It prevents those Canadians," added 
the profesBor, " who reside- in Fort Erie, 
opposite Detroit, and those small towns 
opposite Buffalo and Niagara Falls from 
coming over daily and working. It is 
not only absurd law, if it becomes a 
law, but it is the veriest claptrap imag- 
inable." 

" What will Canada do if the bill be- 
comes law? " 

" Canada will pass retaliatory meas- 
ures, of course, ami much irritation and 
ill-feeling will be engendered. Already 
there is much feeling on the subject, 
and Canadians who are anti-United 
States are not slow in expressing their 
opinions and making the best of the sit- 
uation. What must the friends of this 
country and Canada think if such a bill 
becomes a law? 

" I am not attacking the bill gener 
ally, but the clause Congressman Cor- 
liss had inserted. It is unjust dis- 
crimination against a friendly and a 
neighboring nation and is inspired by 
politics alone. I hope the newspapers 
in this country will point out the ab- 
surdity of such a clause and prevent if 
possible its enactment."

Squatters' Riffhts at Sandon to Be 
Tested— The Toilers Take 
the Townsite. 



Vancouver's Smelter Proposition to 
the Fore— Coke for the 
Kootenays. 



Vancouver, Feb. 26.— (Special)— The 
Costello syndicate, which, aa briefly 
noted yesterday, lias for some time been 
baring (or coal at Cedar Cottage, just 
outside the city's eastern limit, has 
struck a seam of coal, one foot thick, at 
a depth of 215 feet. Other seams of a 
few inches each had previously been 
struck nearer the surface. The drill is 
now down 2ti3 feet without further re- 
sult, but as there is a margin yet of 
.'S00 feet of depth within which u good 
and workable four feet or six feet seam 
may be pierced, the syndicate consider 
the possibilities of their venture very 
hopeful indeed. The city is pleasurably 
excited over the indications already 
found of good coal practically within the 
city limits, as previously to this boring, 
many experts had held tiiat lignite only 
could be found. Any seam struck at 
Cedar Cottage will ; robable run under 
the eastern part of the city also. 

Capt. .fames A. Wood returned from 
the Slocan country yesterday. He says 
that a number of people are already ar- 
riving, which is unusual at this time of 
year, when the snow is still deep on the 
ground. This early influx of prospectors 
and would-be purchasers indicate to his 
mind that an unprecedented rush may- 
be expected early in the spring. The 
present snow does not of course prevent, 
but rather facilitates the working of 
mines. There is at present leaving San- 
don 200 tons of shinning ore per day, and 
for the special benefit of those few who 
have been busy of late trying to give the 
Kootenays a black eye In the East, a few 
dividend-payers in the Slocan might be 
mentioned : The Keco, the Ruth, Slocan 
Star, Payne Group, Monitor, Idaho, Al- 
amo, Enterprise, to say nothing of the 
large quantity of ore being shipped by 
private parties. 

There are many other mines that are 
shipping but have not readied the divi- 
dend stage. For instance the Two 
Friends has shipped six or seven car 
loads, probablv 200 tons, running over 
$3,000 net profit to the carload. This 
immense profit is being appropriated to 
pay off the bond on the mine which will 
soon be released. The tunnel is in 300 
feet, a portion of the ore only being 
shipped and by thiB means it ia expected 
that the development work will pay for 
the property. There are fully a thousand 
feet that have not been explored at all. 
Another tunnel is to be run further east 
in the claim. Capt. Wood s&ys-that one 
of the Itest prospects there in his opinion 
is the Bondholder. " You can see with 
the naked eye," s.iys he, "the stringers 
oi ore running down the mountain side 
and everything points to the probability 
that the Bondholder will develop into an 
immensely rich property. 

The Selover smeller proposition is not, 
as many here supposed, abandoned, for 
the chief promoter, Mr. William Selover, 
of Portland, is again in the city, and in 



may he given in settlement of a breach 
of trust, and still bo valid.

Nanaimo, Feb. 26.— The Free Press 
has been informed on excellent author- 
ity that the Union Colliery Company, of 
Comox, Iibb entered into contract with 
the Kootenay smelting companies to 
supply 1,000 Ions Union coke per month 
for the next twelve months, and that 
even thiB amount may probably be in- 
creased. "If this report shonid prove 
correct, and we have every reason to be- 
lieve it is correct," says the paper 
quoted, " it will mean good times at the 
Union. In this connection the Free 
Press has been informed that the coal 
from the recently opened Alexandra 
colliery of Dunsrunir it Sons makes a 
grade of coke which gives the best poBsi 
ble results in some grades of smelting a 
Kootenay. And that for the present a 
limited quantity of the Alexandra wi 
be taken to the Union coke ovens arid 
there converted into coke. Should the 
demand justify, coke ovens will shortly 
be erected in the immediate vicinity of 
the Alexandra mines, about five miles 
south of this city. 

Mrs. Win. Sloan, of this city, has re- 
ceived a br'n'J letter from her husband 
who, with Thos. Flack, W. Scouso and 
W. Wilkinson are now on the new El 
Dorado creek, in the Yukon country. 
The letter, or rather a brief memoran 
dum, is dated January, no day, and 
states that a miner is just passing their 
camp en route to the front, and consent- 
ed to wait a few moments to enable Mr. 
Sloan to send out the joyful news that 
" the party were all well." Nothing is 
said about their prospects, only that a 
letter will be sent out by the next mail 
According to the schedule that mai 
would leave Vukon during the latter part 
of March, reaching here either in May or 
early in J line.

Through a mistake, Mr. J. Xoble, of 
Mount Pleasant, took two teaspoon'sfull 
of saltpetre last night, and as a conse- 
quence for some time his life was des- 
paired of. To-day he ia reported to be 
out of danger though still very ill. 

A fire occurred at Mr. K. Smith's res- 
idence last night. The flames were ex- 
tinguished promptly by the lire brigade, 
but not before $100 worth of damage was 
done. Early this morning Mr. W. Sar- 
gent's house, at Mount Pleasant, was

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, Feb. 20.— (Special) —

tiff. In 180-1, Mr. II. P. McCraney, 
manager of Major & Pearson in Van- 
couver, was arrested on a charge ,of 
fraudulently appropriating trust prop- 
erty, the amount involved being $19,000. 
lie" was given a preliminary hearing in 
the district court, and sent up for trial. 
Pending the trial, McCraney's friends 
came to the rescue, and entered into a 
bond to make restitution, and the prose- 
cution was to use its endeavors to have 
proceedings stayed. 

When the case was called at the as- 
eizes, the crown attorney, with the con- 
sent of the presiding judge, withdrew 
the cficc, as there wub insufficient evi- 
dence to convict. Subsequently, the de- 
fendant's bondsmen made two payments 
and then refused to pay any more. The 
defence claimed that the saitl agreement 
was void in law, having been given in 
coneideration.of stifling a criminal pros- 
ecution.

M'DONALD 1VERSUS METHODIST 
CHURCH. 

Mr. Justice Walk em Gives Judgment in This 
Complicated Action. 



Judgment in the caBe of McDonald v. 
Trustees of Pandora street Methodist 
church was given by Mr. Justice Walkem 
yesterday. The case, which it will he 
remembered, was tried before a special 
jury some weeks ago, lasted eleven days, 
and Mr. Justice Walken has now given 
his decision on the motion for judgment 
by plaintiff on the findings of the jury. 
Plaintiff's claim was in effect for $3,000 
for damages, and $3,024 for extras, as 
contractor in building the church. De- 
fendants counter-claimed. Judgment is 
given allowing plaintiff $130 on his 
claim and allowing defendants $300 on 
their counter-claim. 
The judgment closes : 
" I find it impossible to apportion the 
costs of the action, on the respective 
grounds of failure and success, as I 
should like to have done. The phiintilf'8 
action has, in the main, signally failed ; 
and the expense connected with that 
failure should certainly not be cast up- 
on his opponents ; (see judgment of Lord 
Justice Bowen in Foster vs, Farquhar, 
The Reports, 1803, vol. 4, 3-18). Under 
the circumstances, the order that will, 
in my opinion, best meet, the case is 
that judgment be entered for the de- 
fendants for $170, being the difference 
between the respective amounts found 
for them and the plaintiff, together with 
the costs which I have hereinbefore al- 
lowed to them. As to tho remaining 
costs of the action, each party is to bear 
his own."

SOLDIERING DID NOT SUIT. 

Butler, the Man ot Many Murders, a De- 
serter From Uncle Sam's Army. 

San Francisco, Ca'l., Feb. 20.— What 
seems to be a new chapter in tho history 
of Richard Ashe (alias Butler,) the Aus- 
tralian murderer, has come to light. It 
is declared on good authority that the 
many countries and many aliases, is a 
deserter from the United States army.

No 
man is wise enough to foresee further 
than the beginning of n European war. 
1 ' It needs bo that offence shall come ; but 
woo to him by whom the oilence com- 
eth." It is inevitable that the monstros- 
ity of an armed peace which Imperialism 
has created in Europe must soon come 
to "an end, but no man is bo reckless as 
to precipitate the finalo. 

The peculiarity of the present situa- 
tion is that the long-looked-for conflict 
is likely to be brought about by a popular 
movement. Political divisions in Europe 
are highly aitiiiclal. They are for the 
most part due, not to the natural affilia- 
tion of kindred peoples, but to -the re- 
sults of conquest. Crete naturally be- 
longs to Greece. No part of his Euro- 
pean dominions, except Constantinople 
and the immediate vicinity, can, for race 
reasons, be properly regarded aa the Sul- 
tan's dominions. Finland ought, if 
blood counts for anything, to be a por- 
tion of Sweden. Poland ought to bo a 
kingdom instead of a province of Itussia, 
and should be augmented by territory 
now held by Prussia and Austria, in 
short, if Europe were divided on natural 
lines, the whole fabric which Imperial- 
ism has erected would fall to the ground. 
The Cretan movement is a racial one. It 
is, moreover, an assertion of the com 
mon people that they possess rights that 
kings and emperors mast respect. King 
George of Greece appears to be simply a 
tool in the hands of the democracy of 
Europe. He may be unable, even if he 
is willing, to obey the mandate of. the 
powers. The European crisis may be 
precipitated by a few Cretan villagers.

AN IRREI'RESSIBLE MO VEMENT. 

Lord Salisbury's definition of policy in 
regard to Crete had few of the elements 
of finality about it, and susceptible 
though it is of different interpretations, 
it will not satisfy the people of the 
United Kingdom. There is no doubt 
that British sympathy is with Greece 
and that if Lord Salisbury commits the 
government to a policy of coercion tire 
protest from the public will be deep and 
loud. We believe he fully appreciates 
this and that his declaration for Cretan 
autonomy under Turkish suzerainty is a 
concession to the European powers made 
in the interests of peace. There has 
been much said of late about the selfish 
nesa of British policy in thiB connection 
but it is difficult to see what evidence 
there is of it. Very probably British 
statesmen have their eyes open to every 
possible opportunity for tho enlargement 
of British prestige, but in what manner 
this is to be augmented by the Grecian 
occupation of Crete passes ordinary com- 
prehension. It is probable that Salis- 
bury has been influenced by a desire to 
advance tho aspirations of the Cretans 
for independence and at the same time 
to avert, if possible, a general European 
war, such as will be certain to result if 
the events in the island are followed by 
hostilities on the mainland between 
Turkey and Greece. 

It is evident that King George and the 
Greek people have reckoned upon the 
sympathy of the people of the United 
Kingdom, Italy and probably of the Rus- 
sian Court. They undoubtedly have it. 
hut it is not very clear how far this sym- 
pathy can be allowed to go without 
plunging all Europe into a conflict com- 
' pared with which the massacre of every 
inhabitant of Crete would be a horror of 
moderate dimensions. For a quarter of 
a century Europe has been arming for a 
conflict which the statesmen of all na- 
tions have regarded as inevitable. To 
put it off aa long as possible lias been 
the one aim of all the courts and all the 
diplomats, with a single exception. That 
exception was Bismarck, who, as is well 
known, sought to bring about war be- 
tween Germany and France before the 
latter had fully recovered from the series 
of defeats inflicted by Von Moltke. It 
is a matter of history that the personal 
intervention of Queen Victoria frustrated 
his plans. Had he been able to carry 
them.out he would have almost effaced 
France from the map, but in so doing he 
would have left the seeds of fresh con- 
flict. Europe could not have stood by 
and permitted Germany to so utterly de- 
stroy the balance of power, as Bhe would 
have been able to do, if the Bismarckian 
policy could have been carried out. The' 
Iron Chancellor Beemed impressed with 
the idea that the way to prolonged pence 
lay through a war which would make 
Germany supreme. Ten years of peace 
have been employed in gigantic prepara- 
tions for strife. Every one knows that 
if the millions of armed men maintained 
by tho several European governments 
are pitted against each other the cost in 
blood and treasurer will be immeasur- 
able. We may sit at a distance and nBk 
why this or that is not done, but when 
we reflect that to set the armies of 
Europe in. motion means such an un- 
loosing of tho forces of destruction as the 
world has never seen, it ceases to be a 
wonder that no one has been found 
ready to take the responsibility of it. 

The statesmen of Christendom have 
been contrasted, much to their disadvan- 
tage, with the leaders of by-gone days. 
How long, we are asked, would a Coeur 
do Lion or a Cromwell have listened to 
tho cry of outraged Armenia before go-

A correspondent yesterday referred to 
the practice generally followed by teach- 
ers of giving pupils long lessons to be 
studied' at homo and to master which 
they require aasistance from the senior 
members of tho family- or else must go 
to school witli their lessons unlearned, 
This is a matter of very great import- 
ance. Teachers have no right to throw 
the responsibility of instruction upon 
parents. It simplifies the teacher's 
work a great deal to have the pupil 
come to school with every difficult pro- 
blem mastered, and possibly it makes no 
difference to the child whether it is 
taught at home or in school; but the 
teacher who sends the child home with 
the problems to be studied unexplained 
is simply shirking his work. It is well 
to give lessons to be studied at home, 
but these should he confined either to 
memorizing or to the application of rules 
that have been mastered during school 
hourB. The lesson to be learned at home, 
except in the mere matter of committing 
something to memory, should consist of 
tho application of rules already learned 
in school. 

There is too much of a disposition 
nowadays, and not any more so in Vic 
toria than anywhere else, to mistake 
educational [rills for the solid structure 
One of the results of free schools has 
baen to put the educational system to a 
certain extent under the control of fad 
dials, who mistake appearance for sub- 
stance, and who frame their plans ac 
cording to certain ideal conditions of 
society which never did and never will 
exist anywhere. At the risk of being 
deemed reactionary and old-fashioned 
we express a decided preference for con 
fining the work of the public sclioo's to 
a good, substantial English education

Take a piece of printeJ or written 
paper, turn it upside down and see how 
strange the characters look ! It is true 
that by long practice a printer accua 
tome himself to read a galley of type 
where the letters appear just the oppo 
site to the position they occupy in the 
finished newspaper, but to the ordinary 
uninitiated individual it would be a 
tedious and difficult task. 

There lives in Victoria, however, a 
little girl eleven years old who does all 
her writing upside down and with her 
left hand. This reversing of the natural 
order of things has come to her quite 
naturally, and though she can with ditli 
culty manage to write in the ordinary 
methods and with her right hand, yet to 
her the natural way is \ipside down, and 
after ineffectual eflbits to break her of 
the habit her teachers have allowed her 
to pursue her own method. 

This little girl is Dora Marks, the 
daughter of Mr. S. Marks, and she is one 
of the brightest pupils in Miss Keast's 
class at the Central school. Her writing, 
too, is remarkably clear and neat, indeed 
very much better than that of most 
children of her age. Dora happened t( 
be in her father's score, on Store street 
yesterdav afternoon when inquiries were 
made about the child's strange way of 
writing. 

" Here Dora," said Mr. Marks, "just 
begin a letter to Josie." 

The child, all unconscious that anyone 
was watching her, took a sheet of note 
paper, which her father had placed be- 
fore her on the desk, and twisting the 
heading upside down begnn with her left 
band to write the date and introductory 
lines of the letter upside down. Then 
she read it, first in that position and af- 
terwards holding the paper in the ordin- 
ary way. 

The writing was not only remarkably 
good but was: done rapidly and without 
the slightest hesitation; in fact all her 
■writing at school is done that way. She 
had no idea she was performing any- 
thing out of the common nor what her 
father wished her to write. A peculiar 
coincidence is that only a week ago a 
Sin Francisco paper published an ac 
count of a twelve-year-old boy there who 
lias exactly the same habit of writing. 
Dora is naturally left-handed but there 
is no peculiarity about her eyes. She 
reads in the ordinary way, but when it 
comes to writing round goes the paper 
upside down. Other youngsters in her 
class who see her rapidly working away 
with her exercises are consumed with 
envy, and all but stand on their keadB 
in the vain endeavor to copy their little 
school-fellow — but all without avail. 
, She calmly writes that while the 
other youngsters twist their necks and 
screw their tongues into their cheeks in 
hopeless attempts at imitation, they 
simply have to give up in despair and 
gaze with admiration at Dora and at 
least brag to the other classes, who have 
nothing to answer to the proud boast 

" We have a girl in our division who 
writes upside down." 



BRITAIN AND BRITISH. 

Scotsman of the World Protest Against the 
Misuse of Words in an Imperial 
Sense. 

A petition for Scottish signatures is 
now in circulation in this city protesting 
against the misuse of the words " Eng 
land " and " English " where " Britain' 
and "British" are intended. '•All Scotch 
people who object to the terms ' Eng 
land 'and 'English' being substituted 
for 'Britain' and 'British,' in vio 
tion of the Treaty of Union, are invited 
to sign this petition " — according to tlx 
substance of a hand bill which accom 
panies the petition. 

The latter, which is being numerously 
signed here, is addressed "To the 
Queen's Most Excellent Majesty." It 
points out that by the Treaty of Union, 
entered upon on May the 1st, 1707, Eng- 
land and Scotland were united "from 
that date and forever after — by the 
name of Great Britain." It is a matter 
of history that a common name should 
be chosen by the representatives of the 
two countries, which " should not be 
England," and that from the year 1517 
up to the date of the union this name 
had been a vexed question. The nation- 
al honor of England as well as of Scot- 
land is involved in the observance of 
of this clause of the treaty. 

The petition further states that the 
use of the terms " England " and " Eng- 
lish " in an Imperial sense is a direct 
aggression on the national honor of 
Scotland, as well as being irritating and 
annoying. The use of these terms ig- 
nores, and thus tramples upon the honor 
of Scotland, and just complaints on the 
subject are mot with Bcorn, ridicule and 
contempt. 

" The freedom of speech cannot be in- 
terfered with," the petition goes on to 
say, " but the use ot the terms in ques 
tion by odicers of Her Majesty's army 
and navy, gentlemen of the civil and 
diplomatic services, and, in fact, in the 
construction of treaties with foreign 
powers, if not stopped will, in the course 
of time, lead to a Btate of feeling which 
will be dangerous to the union, and 
might even lead to the disruption of 
Great Britain." 

There is no law court at which Scot- 
land can put forward her grievance, and 
England should, for her honor's sake, 
give Scotland her rights and privileges, 
for who are more ready to " do and die " 
for Britain than her Scottish sons? 



ALIENS IN THE UNITED STATES. 

The People or Spokane Speak in Pro.test 
Against Hedge-Hog Policy. 

The people of Spokane are alive to the 
folly ot permitting the so-called Corliss 
amendment bill to become law, and ful- 
ly realize the injustice of the laws of t'.e 
state of Washington in regard to the 
ownership of property by aliens. The 
following correspondence shows that 
they are anxious that the right thing 
shall bo done in both these matters:

and othewise, between the Dominion of 
Canada and our own country, and we 
respectfully demand that our congres- 
sional delegation use their best efforts in 
procuring the President's veto to this 
highly obnoxious measure; 

Resolved, That we, citizens of Spok- 
ane, in mass meeting assembled, do 
earnestly urge the legislature of the 
State of Washington submit to the vot- 
ers of this state the amendment to the

THE " LEBANON " REACHES 1'OllTLAND. 

Full to the hatches with the biggest 
cargo of Oriental freight that Bhe has 
ever brought to America, the Oregon- 
Asiatic steamship Mount Lebanon ar- 
rived in port early yesterday morning," 
says Thursday's Portland Orcgonian. 
"On the 18th inst., as Second Officer 
Ciraham left the bridge early in the 
morning, a heavy northwest sea boarded 
the vessel and caught him as he was 
passing the sralley, throwing him into 
the scuppers with a force that broke his 
collar-bone. The same sea had gone 
over the vessel forward, and caught two 
Japanese sailors and landed them against 
the rail so suddenly that they were 
badly bruised, but had no bones broken, 
although they are still unable to work. 
The captain and first officer set the 
broken collar-bone, and Mr. Graham is 
doing nicely. Rice is the principal item 
on the Mount Lebanon's manifest, and 
she has over 2,000 tons aboard. Sh 
also brings 200 tons Of alum from Shang 
hai, and 150 tons of sulphur from Hako 
date and the usual amount of matting 
silk, curios and other- Oriental bric-a 
brae. The steamer will finish discharg 
ing Friday, and after coaling at Dav 
idge's dock will go to the Portland Hour 
mills to load the most of her cargo, re 
turning to the West Side to finish. All 
of the space has been taken, and the 
steamer will not go to Victoria this trip 
an advantage in the way of time that is 
rendered possible by the establishment 
of a coalyard in this city."

Probably few amateurs will becoino 
px pert euor.gli at bookbindiuf? to bind 
mayiuduos, but many illustrated papers 
can bo bound ut homo and make volumes 
which will bo an unfailing sourco of 
amusemout and profit. To readers who 
may desire to try their baud at home 
bookbinding or newspaper binding, as 
tho case may bo, the following direc- 
tions from Tho Country Uoutloinan are 
recommended :

able rovers. The materials for doing 
this work may be had in any farinor's 
workshop. For a clamp tnko two boards 
some six inches wide and a foot U"> u 
foot and a half long, according to sizo 
of papers you wish to bind. Through 
these near each end put a three-eighth 
bolt, three or four inches long, accord 
ing to thickness of volume. Provide a 
gooii long awl and somo heavy twino or 
waxed end, with harness needles for 
sewing. Yon will want glue, or, if yon 
have nono, flour paste will do. With 
your mouilla for covers and somo strips 
of heavy muslin for backs, you are 
ready for business. 

Place the papers in the clamp and 
screw down tightly. Then make holes 
with tho awl and sow with thread, not 
drawing too tight, or the book will not 
open well. Now round the back and glue 
on a pieco of muslin with head bands at 
either end, if desired, and leave until 
perfectly dry. In rounding the back you 
may have to use a heavy hammer, 
pounding until you get tho desired curve. 
Try to make tho edgo spread slightly 
nver the clamp, so that a ridge is formed 
along its edgo into which tho cover may 
lit. Make the covers by cutting the sides, 
of manilla paper, slightly larger than tho 
volume, and then gluo together with a 
piece of muslin or cloth large cnougli to 
allow for tho back width of tho book, 
and to lap well over tho edges of the 
covers. 

Now cover tho back of tho book with 
glue, put on your cover and placo in 
clamp until dry. If you wish to do your 
binding in cloth, tako two pieces of 
"binder's braid" or stiff pasteboard cut 
i ho size for tho cover and a pieco of runs- 
1 in largo enough to allow for tho back of 
the book, where it is stiffened with stiff- 
ening paper, and to paste on tho edges 
of the boards and fold over at the ends. 
When your cover is finished, fasten into 
the book by the flaps of muslin which 
are left of the pioco which you paste on 
the back, wlion it is rounded into shape 
after sewing.

THE KLONDYKE. 

How It Was Accidentally Discovered by a 
Salmon Hunter. 

The Douglas, Alaska, Miner of Feb- 
ruary 17, brought down on tho Topeka 
Sunday, tells the following story of the 
discovery of the now famous Klondyke 
diggings : 

"Last Bumrner McCormick, who made 
the discovery, was^iimiped two miles be- 
low tho Kloudyke, on the Yukon river, 
where he had nets out for salmon. His 
intention was to dry the fish for dog 
feed. As the salmon were so late, in 
corning up that McCormick started up 
the Klondyke on a hunting expedition 
to obtain his winter supply of meat. He 
was accompanied by Indians, who are 
very much afraid of a species of bear 
which, in the fall, come down from the 
mountains to the Klondyke to catch 
ealmon. This particular species is said 
to be very ferocious, and the Indians 
prefer to be accompanied by a white 
man. McCormick, discouraged by 
the non-appearance of the salmon-, 
agreed to go 'earlier than he originally 
intended, arid while hunting up tbe 
Bonanza canyon he found pay dirt and 
took out about $100 a day for some time. 
The uews spread, and wo know tbe re- 
sult. Mr. McCormick formerly had a 
trading post on the west bank of the 
Yukon, about fifteen miles above Five- 
Finger rapids, but the difficulty he ex- 
perienced in getting goods to trade 
witli the Indians compelled him to 
abandon the post. It yot remains, and is 
in good order, as tho buildings were sub- 
stantially built. McCormick also dis- 
covered coal on tho east bank of tho 
Yukon, near Five-Finger rapids. l\ a 
has a tunnel driven in and claims, tbe 
Coal Is of good quality. 

" On the opposite bank bt tho Yukon 
from where McCoimick conducted his 
fishing operations is a tunnel which has 
been uriven in at the instance of Oapt. 
Healy, and some good quartz, contain- 
ing copper pyrites, was found last sum- 
mer."

HEARD IN THE HOTELS. 

Nelson People Pleased With Their Incor- 
poration Bill -A Big Power 
Scheme. 

In connection with the incorporation 
of Nelson Mr. J. F. Hume, MlP.P. for 
the south riding of West Kootenuy, yesr 
terday received a telegram from W. F. 
Teet/.el, of "Nelson, saying that the peo- 
ple there were well pleased with the bill 
as it was passed tli rough committee in 
the legislature. He had also a wire* from 
R. E. Lemon stating that tho majority 
of tho people of Nelson were satisfied 
with the bill as passed, and congratulat- 
ed the government on the speedy steps 
they have taken to incorporate Nelson. 

.W. S. Norman, of Rossland, and Wm, 
Archer, of New York, are at the Driard, 
their visit to Victoria being in connec- 
tion with the private bill that is being 
asked for by the B. C. Light and Power 
Co., to supply electric power to the 
towns of Trail and Rossland. The syn- 
dicate to which these gentlemen belong 
have already spent $100,000 in putting 
in turbine wheels, crib work and flumes 
in connection with placer mining on the 
Pend'Oreille river, not far from Waneta, 
and have already 3,000 horse-power at 
their command. They wish to 
incorporate with a capital of 
$1,000,000 to Btring wires and 
increase their water power to carry 
1,500 electric horse power over 17 miles 
of line to Rossland and Trail. " As soon 
as we can get our bill through," said 
Mr. Norman," WO will have contracts to 
supply the War Eagle, Le Roi, Josie and, 
in fact, the leading mines in Rossland, 
with power, and expect that before long 
we shall have to increase our power to 
keep up with the demand. We have all 
the necessary capital to go right ahead, 
and mean business from the start." 



THE ARENA. 

Where the Pugs Will Batter Each Other. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat gives 
the following description of Nevada's 
.legalized prize ring : " If tbe reader de- 
sires to picture in his mind what Dan 
Stuart's arena will look like he has but 
to imagine a building with each of the 
twelve sides 100 feet long and 
in every other one of them an 
entrance. In the centre of this 
place a IM-ring is to be raised four 
feet- above the level. From the ring 
radiate twenty-lour aisles, an equal dis- 
tance apart. Next to the ring will be 
the press and telegrapli accommodations, 
separated by a passageway from the 
boxes. From tho boxes rise seats like 
those at a circus, and the price of these 
is graded according to their distance 
from the ring, there being three grades. 
There will be twenty-one rows of these 
seats, and the last row will be 20 feet 
from the ground. The walls will 
be 25 feet high, and there will be no roof 
if the weather permits of its absence. 
The amount of timber to be used in the 
construction of this building is estima- 
ted at thirty-nine carloads, and the con- 
tract for this will be let to-morrow 
morning, if the present plan is carriel 
out. 

The seating capacity is supposed to ho 
but little short of 18,000 people, and 
nresent prospeetB are that every seat will 
be taken. 



Mb. Harry Harris of the Colonist ho- 
tel at Beacon Hill park is already mak- 
ing extensive preparations for tbe open- 
ing of the cycle racing season on Good 
Friday, when ho intends putting on a 
programme of four races — one mile, five 
miles, and two ten mile events — at the 
Hill, with prizes, all presented by him- 
self, aggregating $50 in value. As the 
race card outlines plenty of hard work 
for all who participate it would bo well 
for the ambitious ones to commence 
their training in lime. Hardening up 
tbe muscles at this early stage in the 
proceedings will do no harm to the man 
who intends making records during the 
season of '07. 

Tun Victoria Hockey Club of Winni- 
peg intend erecting a monument over 
Fred. Iligginbotham, a member of the 
club and who several years ago 
was one of the Vancouver lacrosse 
team. The plan shows a granite 
needle shaft resting upon a square 
base, on the front of which is the in- 
scription.

N. Curzon, replying in the House of 
Commons to-day to Mr. ThomaB GibEon 
Bowles, who asked whether there is any 
prospect of the United States repaying 
Great Britain the .$8,000,000 still un- 
clamed of the Alabama award, read the 
reply which the late William H. Smith, 
as first lord of the treasury, made to a 
similar question in 1891. It was in effect 
that it is contrary to the terms of the 
treaty of Washington for the British 
government to request a return of the 
unclaimed balance.

MINING IN MANITOBA. 

Features of the Bill Introduced iii the Prairie 
Province Legislature. 

The Winnipeg Tribune states: "Ow- 
ing to the increase in mining operations 
in the province a mining act is to be in- 
troduced. This bill is based ^mainly up- 
on the act now in force in Ontario. 
The .Ontario law has been some- 
what criticized, but on tbe whole 
it is commended as offering the 
discoverer ample opportunity. The 
feature of that law that has attracted 
most criticism has been the system of 
statutory royalties. Under the propos- 
ed bill the mining locations can be ac- 
quired in two ways, by purchase and by 
lease. The location must be rectangular 
in shape, consisting of 40, 80, 100 or 820 
acres, and the purchase price is to be 
fixed by regulations of the Lieutenant- 
Governor in council. The crown lands, 
surveyed and unsurveyed, are open to 
the prospector and miner. In addition 
to purchase and lease mining rights may 
bo acquired by any one who 
holds a miner's license, issued an- 
nually on payment of a small fee. 
Such licensee has tbe right to stakeout 
anywhere on cross lai.ds by planting 
pickets, a claim 000 feet along a vein by 
380 feet on each side. Each claim can 
be forfeited if allnved t) remain mi-

$17,000. Many valuable papers* includ- 
ing some ol vast importance to- the 
Spanish government, were also taken. 

Senor Acuma is satisfied that tbe rob- 
bery was committed by a man calling 
himself Jacbim Bias, who pretended to 
be a Mexican and a sufferer from Cuban 
outrages. He was employed as private 
secretary by Senor Acuma and became a 
member of his household. He disap- 
peared the night of the robbery, having 
been left in charge of the apartments. 
The police believe Bias is a notorious 
adventurer. Senor Acuma believes be 
is a Cuban spy and that the acquisition 
ot the papers and state secrets was the 
real purpose of the robbery. 



GOOD AND PAD EDITING. 

A New York Divine On the Press. 

Rev. Dr. CharleB Eaton, in a recent 
lecture on journalism, in New York, 
said: "We realize the power of the 
editor when we reflect that he takes his 
tens of thousands of readers aside each 
morning and placeB before their respec- 
tive minds his opinions and the opinions 
of the world, directly or insidiously, as 
ho chooses. It is a molding power that 
we hardly find it possible to estimate. 
The unscrupulous editor has the power 
to destroy reputations, and does de- 
destroy them daily. Start a rumor 
agaiDBt a man's integrity in a news- 
paper, and I defy you to overtake and 
stop it. Men have had their usefulness 
destroyed and their careers blasted by 
some scandal, carelessly or maliciously 
started in a newspaper. There is a 
brighter side, of course, and we see it 
when we lurn from the unscru- 
pulous journalists to contemplate 
the character and lofty ideals of 
such men as Raymond, Ripley and Gree- 
ley. With their power acknowledged, 
journalists must recognize their respon- 
sibility and duty. There are men in the 
lower walks of life who have degraded 
their profession, but the young men 
ought not to make these their examples. 
I recognize the difficulties of accuracy 
and of always maintaining the highest 
standard, for it is human to- err, but I 
claim that the mercantile spirit of the 
day is to blame for what is actually per- 
nicious in our newspapers." 



INSURANCE AGAINST HAIL. 

A Bill That has Been Introduced Into the 
Manitoba House. 

Mr. Sirrett's hail insurance bill pro- 
vides for a uniform assessment of one 
cent per acre on all assessable lands 
in l lie province except such lands as 
are used wholly for the grazing of 
cattle and sheep. This rate is to 
be collected with the other taxes by 
municipal councils and forwarded to the 
municipal commissioner. Apprisers 
shall bo appointed to appraise the crop 
damaged, who shall be paid $100 per 
month for their services during tbe time 
engaged. By virtue of this act all grow- 
ing grain in the province is to be deemed 
insured at the following amounts : 
Wheat, 20 cents per bushel up to 20 
bushels per acre ; oats 10 cents up to 30 
bushels; barley 15c. up to 20 bushels; 
(lax same as wheat, and cultivated 
grasses $2.50 per ton up to a ten and a 
halt per acre. A number of clauses 
follow aB to tho way the losses are 
to be appraised and paid, and it 
is provided that tho insurance 
shall be paid to tho o.%ner and 
shall not bo all'ected by garnishees 
stop orders, assignments, etc. If in 
any year the loss is greater than the tax 
produces the rate may be raised to 3c. 
per acre by tho lieutenant-governor-in- 
council, and after all claims shall be con- 
sidered fully settled. In no case shall 
the levy be more that Sc. per acre. If tho 
rate of 1c. per acre produces at any 
time a surplus of $500,000 in the 
hands of the municipal commissionqr 
then the levies shall cease until tbe sur- 
plus has been reduced to $200,000. Mr. 
Riddell baa also a hail insurance bill 
and as it comes first on tbe order paper 
it may be that Mr. Sirrett's will be ren- 
dered unnecessary. — \Vinnipeg Tribune, 
Feb. 23.
